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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 91 raises new issues for consideration. The amendment requires new 
consideration under 35 USC 112 1st paragraph in terms of whether partial ovarian failure in a portion of the population will result in control 
of the population size. Additionally, what is encompassed by "control" must also be considered as to whether one of skill in the art would 
know what is encompassed by the claim. Applicant is directed to claim 83, where the range of VCD adminstered is 100-700 mg/kg/day. It is 
noted that the upper limit of this range is 700 mg/kg/day whereas in the specification and other claims the upper limit is 720 mg/kg/day. It is 
not clear whether this was Applicant's intention or merely a typographical error. This is not an issue to be raised under 35 USC 112, 2nd, 
rather it is a request for clarification. The proposed amendment to claim 86 requires new consideration under New Matter (see rejection of 
record). 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The New Matter rejection set forth at pages 3-4 of 
the office action dated 10/27/2008 is maintained. Aoplicant's amendments have not been entered and are not considered. Applicant has 
pointed to support in the specification for complete depletion of ovarian primordial follicles. However, the conditions used to obtain such a 
result were 160 mg/kg/day over a period of 15 days. The claims are more broad and encompass a lower dosage for a shorter period. 
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
